Ooorgo II. Hamilton Is tho fathor ot
Harry 0. Phillips of tho Ohio State
Sanatorium, tills city, nnd thoreon
haugH an Interesting tnlo.

In hlB younger days, (leorgo 11.

Hamilton was known as Hills Phil-
lips and known rightly ns tlmt-l- tho
way ho was christened. Olwossod in
his vory tondor years with a passion
to go on thu singe, ho lot tills ambi-
tion guide him through an early prep-

aration which finally resulted In his
adoption of the histrionic career.

For a number of years, ho played
hefnro tho calcium and, as an actor,
jirovod a vory great success. As many
other actors nro arciiHtomcd to do, ho
assumed a stage namo, taking that
of Ooorgo II, Hamilton.

Subsequently, ho retired from the
stage and entorcd into business pur-Milt-

in which was mixed a good deal
of politics. In traveling from city
to city, however, ho found that no-

body know "Kills Phillips," but that
hoomlngly everybody know Ooorgo H.
Hamilton.

Ho finally became convinced that
his family horltago of a namo was a
positive drawback to his success and
ho thereupon dotermlned to bocomo
Ooorgo H. Hamilton In fact, not moro-l- y

in namo. Ho took tho raattor into
court and, without diulculty, suc-
ceeded in having tho namo of his
adoption legally appended.

WAR REVENUE BILL

TO BE PASSED TODAY

But Little Opposition Develops

In the House.

Washington, April 14. Hours of
dobato on tho $7,000,000,000 war rev-enu- o

bill in tho houso developed so
little opposition that passage of tho
measuro today by an almost unanim-
ous voto bocamo a cortnlnty. Action
In the senate probably will follow ear-
ly next week.

Discussion of amendments under
tho flvo mlnuto rule is now under
way.

Amendments approved by Secre-
tary McAdoo to limit specifically dis-
tribution of the propoaod $3,000,000.-00-

foreign loan which tho bill would
authorize to countries actually at war
with Germany and only during hos-
tilities, will bo added to the measure
Itopresontatlve Lonroot of Wisconsin
nnd others insisted that without these
limitations the secretary of the treas-
ury might make loans to European
neutrals immediately or contlnur
loans to other countries after tin
closo of tho war.

Democratic Leader Kltchln explain-e-

that the measure carried a pro-
posed bond Issuo of $5,000,000,000 out
of tho proceeds of which $3,000,000,-00- 0

was to be loaned to the allies
with their bonds ns security, tho re-
maining $2,000,000,000 obtained from
thft sale of bonds to bo ndded to the
proooeds of a proposed $2.0OO,0OO,00U

ceitlflcato of Indebtedness Issuo and
expended In the prosecution of the
war by tho United States. All of the
Issnos will carry 3 per cent interest.

London, April 14. Tho Brltlsu hos-
pital ship Salta was sunk by a mlno
in tho English chnnuol on April 10

were drowned. Tho British hos-
pital ship Gloucester Castlo wua tor-
pedoed without warning In tho Kug-lls- h

channel on March 30. All tlw
wounded on tho Gloucester Castio
wero saved.

A German wire-
less dispatch of April 11 bays the
Gloucester Castle was torpedoed by
a German submarine.

Successful Move Forward Made

Northeast ot Arras,

ALSO ADVANCE ON ST. QUENTIN

French Troops Hotly Engaged Witt
the Germans Between the Somme
River and St. Quentin Railway.
Berlin Reports Repulses of Allied
Attacks Activity Reported on the
Galician Front.

London, April 14. British forces
have shattered German dotenses on,a
twelve mile front northeast of Arras,
and on a nine mile front northwest
of St. Quentin.

North and east of tho Vlmy ridge
In tho Arras region tho British seized
six villages from the Germans during
a successful move forward from the
tcarpo northward to near Loos. A

footing also has been gained in tbo
Germnn trenches northeast of Lens,
a mining and railroad center. Vlmy,
Petit Vlmy, Glvenchy-cn-Gohell- o and
Angrcs, all north of the Vimy ridge,
and tho villages of Willeval and Ball-leu- l,

east of the rldgo, were taken in
the advance. All these villages are
on the slopes of tho ridge.

South of tho Arras-Cambr- road it
is announced tho British forces have
coined ground east of Wancourt and
aro astride tho Hindenburg lino as
far as a point seven miles southeast
of Arras.

Prisoners taken since the beginning
of the battle of Arras, Inst Monday
morning, now total more than 13,000.
Field Marshal Halg also has captured
ICG guns and other war material.

Northwest of St. Quentin the Brit-
ish advanced on a lino between Harg:-cou- rt

and capturing
two woods, the Cart farm and the --village

of Gouzeaucourt. This advance
enlarged tho salient in the German
lines between St. Quentin and Cam-bra- l

and outflanked tho Havrincourt
wood on the south.

French troops are hotly engaged
with the Germnns south of St Quen
tin, between tho Somme river nnd St.
Qnpntin railway. The latest ofllcial
statement from Paris says tho battle
continues in front of the positions
captured by the French. The Ger-
mans resisted desperately, but the
French carried several lines o?
trenches between tho river and the
railway.

German thrusts, Berlin says, coun-
terbalanced British attacks on Angres
and GIvenchy-en-Gohell- e and near the
ncarpo British attacks are reported to
havo been repulsed with losses. Ber-
lin reports only minor engagements
north of St. Quentin and says that
French attacks failed on both banks
of the Somme south of St. Quentin.

On the eastern front there "nas been
some activity In Galicla near Sokal
and near tho Bystrltza river. At the
latter place, Petrograd sayB. Austrian
soldiers who were advancing toward
the KtiBsIan trenches with white flags
were shelled and dispersed by Austro-Gcrma- n

guns. On the Austro-Italla- i
Tront and In Macedonin there havo
been only artillery exchanges nnd
minor raids.
